Haw'iliorn was an *xl<ls-on favorite ami carriml 120 
inaiuds to IIS ou each of the others. The only 
legitimate d<*feat whi«-h fell to Helios was in the 
Juvenile Stakes at the same track. .May 27, in w’hich 
the fast lilly Oneida, carrying iiiueiy-f«Hir r*oi>i>ds to 
his 107. won from him hy a half length at five- 
eighths of a mile in 1 :<i0. 

Tlie thn*<‘ races in which Helios defeahMl Haw- 
iIhu'U w**re all over the l.atoiihi track, Isdug in a 
purse rai-f* at five-eighths. June 11; the Harold 
Stakes, at five-eighths. June 1,"». and the Ciuciumiti 
Troidiy. at live and a half furlongs, June 26. In 
the imrse raw Helios i-arrh^l 115 iKHUids to 118 on 
llamiftorn ami won «>asily by a length and a half 
frouanBriar Path. wiUi Hawtimm third* time 1:00. 
aiirt IWkrflMirn was a 7 to 20 favorite. The Harold 
Stakes was run over a heavy track and Helios. 118 
IMinnds. won by a length and a half, with Haw- 
thorn. 122. second, and Y’aiikce Notions. 115. thinl. 
Tin* time was 1 :<»i and M<*Corkle, Frederick L. and 
Palanquin, all winners of their last previous ra<-es. 
rail uiiplacevl. The Ciuclunati Trophv was run over 
a fast track and the two cracks carrieil 121 pounds 
each. Helios w*»n hy bis customary length and a 
half in l:OG. with Fr»*derick L.. Ill pounds, second, 
and Yankee N«»tious. 114. third. Besides Hawthorn 
llie uup)ac4‘d ones w’ere IfohiHih. Nobby and 8ieiirh. 
Ill iwmiikIs «‘acli. R«jstiirtium IIK. and Madelle 110*4. 
Declaring Helios bail done enough, his owner th«m 
retir«Nl him fr.»m racing and his next start will 
|ir<4iabl.v lie in the Kentucky Dcrtiy of 1912. IVhethcr 
In the autumii he <-oiild still have held Hawthorn as 
safely as Iw dkl in those June days is one of tliose 
matters of s|ie<*ulati<Mi for which th«*re is no solution. 

Ah for Hawthorn, it is sufficient to sav that he 
was only se<-ofHl to Helios as a racer, with a doubt 
III the case. Iias<^ on Hie suggestion that he possibly 
liad sIlgliHy trained off at the time he was several 
tiiiies Ix'aten by the latter. A summer rest after 
the Labuiia m«-eting did w’onders for him and he 
«*ame oui a veritable giant among his rivals in the 
aiituuin racing. Only once did he then meet defeat 
and that was wle-n the rapid going four-year-old, 
Orover Hiiglies. lieat him b.v a half length at five- 
«‘igbths of a mile at LiNiisville. October 14. in :59%. 
Nothing in the. pnanisc of next year is fraught with 
8 greater measure of interest than his iMx>spective 
ren«*wal of clashing writli Helios. A truly great two- 
year-old lie is ami slioiild lie a grand three-year-old. 

By the lest *»f racing siuiie reall.v excellent two- 
year-olds wer«‘ disi*U»sed this year, assuring high 
<*lass racing in 1912. As a group, the bt«t- ten 
protialil.v w«Hil(l be <-omposed of Helios, Hawthorn, 
LisN-baies. Frederick L.. Rock View, Judge Wright. 
yank4*e Noibais. Falgary and Great Britain. In a 
i«e*-4»nd group of ten made up of Buskin, Tartar, 
PaiaiM|uiii. <’>4*ck o’ the Walk, Hobnob. Brawny, 
riiristnias Star. Liliert.v Hall, Flamuiarion and 
Sidar Star are some that may be destined to eclipse 
many of those in ili«* first group in tlie three-year- 
old raiHiig of next year. IonmI trainers always' like 
the ehan<'«*s of^ thos<‘ that finish their two-year-old 
racing ill wiimiiig f<»riii and. w’heu at Jamestown a 
few days liack Buskin dA-feated such fast older 
horses as rniigh Hill. Printe ,\lim(Hl. Grover Hiiglies. 
K«‘soiit ami Ib*yal Tea, he gave a ilisplay of speed 
lliat may lie iiidi<*ative of high rank next year. 
Anyhow, it is alMiut time that another gomi sou of 
llatnlKirg slmuhl ap|M*ar in rat-ing and Buskin may 
pn»ve the one. Hi file first ten otlier than llclios 
and Hawthorn. Judge Wright can at least claim an 
niilieateti rAssml. Starting in a purse race of five- 
eightlis of a mile at llaniilttiu, June 21. with a 
great private repiitatiim. he liv«*d up to it by win- 
ning eiisily from tiie favorite. Oliver Ixidge and 
seven olb«-r useful two-year -olds in IrOOVh. His 
next and only other start was in the Niagara 
Stakes, again fiv*--«*ightlis of a mile, at Fwt IMe. 
July 21. f«>r which b<- was a 9 to 20 favorite and 
■non tiy a length and a half with Rock View' se<*oiid 
and Lysamler Hiird. Farrier was the only other 
ruunerJ He ba«l up lus fiounds to 118 on Ro<*k 
View and. while be won easily enough, api»arently 
there was s<»tiiethiiig alsmt his running that dis- 
a|»|M»lnted ex|*erieiice<l onl<Kik(-rs and led them to 
tlecry his partisan’s <*laini tliat he was a “world 
h«*ater. ’* For some n‘as*»n his owner retire<l him 
fm- the y<*ar after this rac'e, so that it remains for 
Ids racing as a thn-e-ycar-old to demonstrate how 
goo«l Ik* really is. The race was run in 1 rOO^. ami 
Ids tw«* starts in public show him to be possessed 
a high order of sfieed. 

I/eAKiiares was J«ibn W. Scbwr’s In-st two-year- 
old and a goo<l <hu*. Bred by H. P. Whitm*y, be 
was iKiuglit from the latt<*r tliroiigh Albert Sim<His 
early in the year along with tlie other winning tw'o- 
year-<dd. Brawn.r. and provtal a rarely pr<>fitalde 
aANinisitiAHi. a fast, gaim- youngster and a gt»otl 
weight carrier.

I iaigQ and stoo<l it iioldy, winning his last race, as 
le did his first. His first start was at Fort Erie 
July 2, in a purse ra<*e at five-eighths, which he 
won in l:09**r. hy eight lengths from Micctisukee. 
Martha Allen and eight more. In all he ran in 
tweiity-thn*e races, of which he won eleven an«l 
was but three times unplaced. Included in bis vic- 
tories were the i:«lenwold Stakes and Essex Stakes 
at Windsor: IIo<*hclaga Handicap at Montreal, and 
the Micliaelnias Han*li«*ap and Grey Stakes at T*»- 
runto. In the latter event he carried ll.^» pounds 
atwl won at a mile in 1 :4<»vf.. a caidtal demoiistrathm 
of al>ilit.v to stay at a fast pace. Seven of his 
races were won C'oose«*utiv«.*ly. In three of them he 
deH-ated the I>avi«*s «-rack, C-algary. and dispelled 
the Mea that the latter was gmsl enough to semi 
|o England to me«*t bis engagement in next year’s 
Epsom Derliy. Their ims-tings were intere'sting. 
With seven iiouads in his fav<ir. 114 to 121, he d^ 
featod Oalgary by two lengths in tbe Hocliclaga 
Handicap at thr<M> -quarters in 1:14%.

RICH EVENTS OF AMERICAN RACING EIGHT YEARS AGO 



Recently Daily Racing Form published a table showing that in tlie course of this vear’s racing 
only tweuty-.seven stake races of the value of $2,000 or more were run in the United St'ates, Canada 
and .Mexico ami that of this immber not one was of the value of $10,000. In vivid t-ontra.st is the fact 
that it is only eight y«*ars ago that racing in the Unite<l States furnished fhirty-one rac*es of a net 
value gr«*ater than $10,000. to say nothing of sixty-four more that range<l in value between $9,800 and 
$4,005. Some time, bub a long time hence, American racing may again be adorned with equivalent 
great raA-iiig events. In the meantime it is wortii refreshing memory with the recollection that so 
recently as 1904 the following goeut races were run ami w’oii by great ra<re h«>rses:

ture usefulness and without going Into details of 
their racing, sm-b as Scallywag. Mouocacy, Captain 
Elliott. Hearts of Oak. Federal. Sand Vale. Fiab- 
liergast. Tankard. El Paloinar, Vorkville. Kleburne, 
I^ysauder. V«‘ste<l Rights. Rosturtiiim. Tight Boy. j 
Orliu Kripp. Old Coin. Arcene, His Majesty, Insur- 
ance Man and Nash Cash may be pointed out as 
coming uudi^r that iK'ati. 

As with the threc-year-oMs. Hie two-year-old 
fillk'S of the year w’ere distinctly inferior to the 
rolls and geldings of their age. This Is not saying 
there wen* not s*»me fairly good ones, but none was 
plainly superior to all. In a general way. it would 
Im* safe to say that The Widow Moon. Floral Park. 
Tarts. Briar Path. Sprightly Miss. Itingling. Anna 
l*Hlrh‘ia, Negligee, Lace and Miss EAlItb eould be 
rankcAl as the first ten. But such others as Genesta. 
Goweli, Benanet. Pan Zarcta, Paiikbiirst, Velic 
Forty. Coy. Continental, laalona. Envy. Safranor, 
Spring Maid and Rosiris were so nearly up to the 
same standard of |HV>ve<l excellence that It is a diffi- 
cult task to single out tbe best filly, or tbe lK‘st 
two fillies of 1913.

The three races 
showed I.eo<*haies to Inr liest. but not by any great 
margin. In fact Hmtc was no altogether convincing 
disparity betw«***n the best perfortnances of lieu- 
chain's. Calgary. Rm-k View and I'retlerick L. AH 
were rattling g«MMl two-year-olds and ornaments to 
Canadian ami Marylaml racing. 

Of Rock View. .Mr. Belmont’s main reliance in 
two-year-olnl racing, there Is this to lie said. He is 
a Rock Sami and K*H*k Sands characteristically ma- 
ture slowly. He s'jowed enough this year to remder 
it Apilte within the lioiinds of iiossibility that, owing 
to this famil.v trait, lie may so imp^ve as to lK'C«Mne 
tin* best tbrei'-year-Aibl of 1912. A fleet, game nad 
weight-A-arrying colt, he won five of his Hiirtt*eu 
raA-A's. ami was p1;i<ahI in four more. His staRe vic- 
tories were acliieveil iq th^ Plmlitsi Nursery .gt 
Pimlmo. Iroqvmis Hotid 'Fort Erie, triid

In tlie race at Hamilton bo carried 121 
iKHiuds at thrcA'-qiiarters of a mile to 104 on Bnuch 
A»f Keys ami lfr» ou i.eo<?hares. and woo by three 
lengths in l:12Tr,. Bunch of Keys beating Leochares 
by a iiAise for seArnul place and money. However. 
IjeoA-hates iinprovAsl vastly subsequently. In the 
matter Aif fast time Rock View’s best performance 
was whA'ii. with 118 iKiunds up, be ilefeated I^eo- 
chares 115, FrAslerick L. 118. and four more at 
Igiiirel. Octolicr 11 at three-quarters of a mile in 
1:12%. liA'ing track record time and a noble race, 
Fnslerick L. was an even mom*y favorite. This ex- 
tremely s|M*ody A'olt was a winner of purse racA's 
only, not being well imgaged in stake raA'es, but 
rA*pA*at(slly showAsl himself worthy of consideration 
iunAing the licst of his year and the beat representa- 
tive his sire. Di<*k Finuell, has as ret sent to the 
raA-es. VankeA' Notions, a remarkably game coit, 
stariAMl in sevcntA*<*n raA-es and won eight, incliidi:ig 
the Annapolis Juvenile Stakes, at Laurel, in whic't. 
over a lM*avy track and carryhig 114 pounds, he won 
at three-quarters of a mile In 1:16% from Tartar, 
114. LiH>chares 119, Rock View 122 ami Preileriek L. j 
114. Probably his best races were against older 
hAH-ses, but ill a jiurse race with bis own age at 
Laurel on a fast track, he carried 108 pounds and 
WAsi from FrA*AleriA-k L. 118. Tartar 106. and I^- 
<‘hares 115. at thriie-quartera. in such fast time as 
1:12%. Previously, at the same track and same 
dls ance. he ilefeatod such excellent older horses as 
laUmre an<l Sir Jribii Johnson, and also in the same 
time. Y'ankee Notions was consistently goAid 
thniughout the year and Is eminently a horsi* to 
hold in resiiect in any company, especially when 
having a few (KMinds in bis favor. 

Tami Point and Great Britain were developments of 
antiiiiin racing. Ten Point established his right to 
classification with the first flight of the year wbcui 
he won the Walden StakA*s at Pimlit'O November 
5. Ill this evAMit. at a mile, he carried 112 pounds 
and making tbe running nearly throughout, won 
A'asily from LeAx*harA*s, 119, Yankee Notions and 
Ro<-k View. 122 eaifh. Barnegat and Flying Fair.v, 
HK> each, ills Majesty. 102, and Star Gaze, 112. 
The mile was run in 1:40 and it was distinctly a 
Iiigli-A‘la.ss iH*rformance. Pimlico, at its best, being 
a slow track. Previotisly Ten Point, although nin- 
niiig resiie<-tably. had dime nothing suggestive of 
siiA-h excellence. When in bis prime, his sire. Jack 
IVilnt. was not rated with the best hor8A^s of his 
time, blit he had a jarring liabit of now and then 
AlefA'atiiig those consiilereAl to be such, bis triumph 
over sm-h great stars as Imp, Kinley Mack and 
Etlielln'rt. among others, in the Brighton Hamllcap 
of 1!>00 being a case In iK>Int. Ten Point’s role 
ill racing may iirove to be something like bis daildy’s 
was. .\t any rate, lie can stay over a long route 
and run fast. Great Britain’s claim to consideration 
rests on his throe victories in purses at the 
('hurchill Downs fall meeting. He bad not at- 
tra<‘ted an.v great anuMiut of attention in such little 
r.-icing as he did in Canada, nor did be defeat any 
lwo-.vA*ar-olds of the year’s best order at Louisville. 
But in his ra<*A*s there he showed such remarkable 
sfM'ed that there was talk of matching him with 
Ilawthorii. nothing coming from it. however.

COOKET X. DIES AT HILLCREST. 

The eight -.voar-old gelding, Cooney K., by Sena- 
tor McCarn*n — Campania, is dead at liillcrest, where 
the string of J. IV. Fiyim is wintering. Cooney K. 
was bred by Senator T. D. SulliTan, “Big Tim,” 
and hia dam. Campania, raced with some success. 
Cooney K. was a line-luking youngster, but his 
earliest racing efforts were by no means equal to 
his private iH-rformanci^s. That led to his exclusion 
from “Big Tim's” stable. On the strength of 
superior work, he was heavily hacked, but ran so 
discreditably that Mr. Snllivan promptly declared , 
he wonid not have such a deceiver in his stable. I 
To Lonis Tanlier. who was iu his company at the 
time. “Big Tim” said: “Louie, he’s yours, and the 

sooner you take him away the better you’ll please 
me.” IxMiio found him able to win more than 
once, and then sold him to the Burttschells. Finally 
the horse passed Into J. W. Flyim’s hands. He 
was a sprinter, purely, and an exceptionally depend- 
able performer iu muddy going. Cooney K.’s racing 
was recently published in Daily Racing Form in 
detail. During his seven seasons iu training, be 

startnl 187 times, won thirty-three races, was 
se<*ood in thirty-three races and third in thirty, 
leaving ninety-one unplaced. His winnings 
amounted to $14,937.
